ence to the townships in the interior and dotted 
about the mountain ranges an the disputed 
‘Franco-Siam territory: they scarcely have any 
existence at, all, except in the elastic machina- 
tions of some few obscure fournnlists, Thirty 
bamboo huts of the most miserable description 
constitute a viliage, in fact I have known os few 
‘as five huts clustered together spoken of as the 
muang of so-and-so.’ The French posts arc 
‘sald to be established ‘all along the, Eastern 
frontlera of Siam, while the Stamese, on the 
other. hand, have quite an army at Luang 
Phrabang. . ; 

M. Macey js a Frenchman sent out by a Paris | 
syndicate to push trade with the inhabitants of 
the Mekong valley. He carries with. him all 
sorts of bright-coloured ornamenta, silk thread, 
wools and nic-nacs for which he has: vainly 
endeavoured to find buyers. The poor people 
have no wse. for stich articles, and even if 
they had it is doubtful whether they would 
care ‘to part with their rice (and. that is the 
only commodity they could barter with— 
buying for eash down being ‘nimost ‘out of 
the question) for what, to them, would ‘be 
luxuries, But even should M. Macy succeed 
in’ getting together a few pleuls of rice, 
‘and a few ounces of raw cotton, and pound or, 
two of cardamons, by the time he has sent it to 
Bangkok or over terrible mountain passes into 
Tonquin, its value, tet alone. all consideration of 
profit, would be swallowed up in transit expenses. 
Without a railway the Laos country can become 
nothing more than the home of a poor rural 
population ; and.'ns capitalists, of a sufficiently 
philanthrophic turn of mind, cannot be found to 
‘plunge into a a costly and unprofitable enter- 
prise, ft can never pay to. carry the produce of 
those distant.regions tothe markets of Europe,’ 
even supposing, forthe sake of argument, that 
there is marketable prodice to be had thera in 
large quantities, which fs certainly not the case, 
So.much, then, for “the richest and most 
fertile region’ of the Far East.” Then, again,’ 
there {s the question of “the vast mineral 
wealth of the. whole region.” Up. to the 
present time nelther gold, coal, or tron bave been 
found there in paying quantities; but even were 
the endless mountain ranges crammed full of 
sapphires, rubles, emeralds, tons of gold, blocks 
ol silver, chunks of copper, and thousands of 
miles of the best steam coal, the cost of ‘transit 
to and from the mines would take the gilt off the 
pinger-bread, to say. notbing of the deadly 
malarial fever which, seizing every white man 
that sets foot in those polsonous valleys: and 
jungles’ would be certain to kill European 
engineers and miners wholesale. “The people of 
the Mekong’ valley and Luang Phrobang regions 
are a falrly hardy, peaceable race, ° . . 
«Wes, M. Pavie is the Chief of the French 
Boundary, Commission, He has donea Jot of 
hard work ; has left a good impression. on the 
niinds of the Siamese. officlals (who speak well 
.ofhim), and will probably turn up in Bangkok 
before very long.to effect a settlement of the 
‘question of the Eastern boundaries of this king- 

om. ‘ :

many years, Since China commenced :com- 
mercial intercourse with foreign covntrles, the: 
treaties stipulate, that inallChina, the bellevers 
and promulgators of the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant religions should one ‘and all find 
protection both [In personand property, and that 
they are permitted to congregate to offer prayers 
toalng byms. The hospitals for the slick’ 

and asylums for infants are all good. works, 
Of late years in all the places in the different 
provinces visited by calamities there were many’ 
miasfonaries who contributed large sums: and 
helped ta alleviate the sufferings, of the people.’ 
Thetr love to do good and thelr generosity in 
giving are certalnly ‘commendable. Though 
among the'native converts good. and bad are to 
‘be found, still they are subjects of China and are 
amenable to the jurisdiction of local authorities. 
To case of Jawsults and disputes misstonaries
